But .this purports to be a cure-all for 
the state's rising death rate on the highway — and I object 
to that, and the facts are on my side.

ago nearly every state in the Union 
abandoned a statutory limit in favor of

would be a victory or defeat for 
America and every other nation in the 
Pacific. A Chinese defeat would re- 
Mill in the expulsion of the British 
and American armed forces from the 


-Pacific, and Soviet Russian arms from 
* Vladivostok and Siberia."

But 
meanwhile the state .governments have 
posted vital railroad "Do Nots", such 
as, Don't Stop 
on the Pavement 


and have established danger points 
such as No-Passing Zones, marked on 
hills and curves.

statutory speed,limit, for .that figure 
is reasonable, enough—but' the fact 
remains lhat Arkansas is preparing 
herself for another of those well- 
known periods of self-righteousness 
by fixing a statutory speed limit, say- 
ing "This is the law," and lotting 
it go at that; when the plain facts 
arc that Arkansas hasn't even to this 
good day established No-Passing Zones 
on hills and curves generally through- 
out the state.

British Capital 
Raked by Flame

But RAF Armada 
Bombs Hamburg 
and Bremen, Vital

London's millions trudged to work 


Monday through acres of fire-black- 
ened ruin in the heart of the empire 
capital—scared anew by 
Luftwaffe 


violence over the week-end—but they 
knew Germany at least was feeling 
the sting of a big scale aerial counter- 
offensive. 


An armada of 100 RAF' warplancs 


bombed the ports of Hamburg and 
Bremen during the night, it was re- 
ported, leaving "many large fires" 
raging ^in both cities from a rain of 
Britain's new super-bombs. 


Other RAF planes attacked Emden 


and (.raided three points in Nazi-held 
Holland. 


In an evident attempl to cripple the 


RAF German planes concentrated the 
weight of their overnight assault on 
bases in southern, central and south- 
eastern England. 


London itself had the lightest night 


raid in three weeks; however, thous- 
ands huddled in bomb-proof shell-

WASHINGTON -(/P)_ Legislation 


authorizing the government to take 
over all idle foreign ships in U. S. 
harbors was approved Monday by the 
senate commerce committee 11 to 4. 


Prior to the final ballot the com- 


mittee rejected 10 to 6 efforts by-Sen- 
ators Vandenburg and Clark to pre- 
vent the taking of vessels from one 
belligerent and turning them over to 
another, for instance, taking an Ital- 
ian vessel and giving it to the British. 
The proposal is expected to be pressed 
again—probably late this week. 


The senate group wrote an amend- 


ment into the house-approved legis- 
lation to forbid the government fro'm' 
taking over any vessel owned by 
foreign countries without purchasing 
them.

Does it look dark for Greece, for 


the world, for freedom? Perhaps it 
does. Yet go back a year. The BrU 
tlsh were then withdrawing from the 
fiasco In Norway. The fall of France 
was only weeks away, and theie 
were people then who gave Britain 
only weeks to live. Yet Britain lives, 
and in the rtiidst of the Greek tragedy, 
an old man can Still pipe upon n 
mountain-top. , 


Did Yugoslavia fall? Yes, but Yu- 


goslavia almost fell without a strug- 
gle, by the signing of a paper. It 
has cost Hitler more than that, and 
in conquering it he has incurred hat- 
reds not easily quelled. 
\ 


Has Greece fallen? Yes, but it has 


cost Hitler thousands of his finest 
youth. Last October, it looked ns 
though Greece might fall within a 
few weeks to the Italians. Yet six 
months later both Mussolini and Hit- 
ler are paying, a price for Greece 
—a heavy price to create one more 
house of hatred to be policed and 
held under by armed force. 


Strongly and more strongly comes 


the realization that the struggle that 
shakes the world is no mere business 
of battles won and quick blitzkriegs, 
but a long grinding struggle which 
may consume years. For, just as mod- 
ern war is a war on civilians and 
peoples, and not merely o£ armies, 
so conquest implies not only the beat- 
ing of armies but the beating of peo- 
ples, the breaking or remolding of 
their spirit and their soul. 


In this sense, Hitler has not yet 


conquered a single country, though 
his legions have achieved (at a price) 
many victories. His panzer divisions 
may drive Greek riflemen before them, 
but the shepherd is unconquered. 


In every conquered country in Eu- 


rope the people remain fOrever un- 
conqueredt because there is some- 
thing within them that mUst remain 
forever free.
